Since the foundation of our government in 1783 down to the present 
year of 1912, the protective tariff policy has always brought a period of 
prosperity to this country during which

try has prospered, the laboring man has had work,and the farmer has had 
good prices for his produce. 
So the prosperity ot the country affects 
the wage-worker, the farm, the factory alike.

a period of free trade or tariff for revenue only, there has come

disaster; factories have been closed or run on short time; labor lias been 
unemployed or employed only tor part <>t the time and I arm

sold at very low prices.
